as of a bullet wound on one arm, and

WHO HAD HAND IN DYNAMITING 


OF ALEXANDRIA BANK 


Believed to Have Been in Granville, 


Mr. Case Got a Note Telling 


Where Horses Were. 


Mr. L. D. Baker of North Fifth street 


this city, learned this morning that 


j the horses which had been stolen by 
the men who dynamited the Ale^an- 
dria bank and which were found a few 
days ago as wired the Advocate from 
Alexandria, were recovered in his 16 
acre sugar grove three miles north- 
west of Appletou. Mr. Baker says that 
he was on his farm the day after the 
robbery and was in the grove, but at

Saturday two men visited Granville 


and hired"rigs of E. J. Case, the liv- 
ery man. They stopped at the Bux- 
ton house where one registered as C. 
W. Watson, Belleville, Ohio, and the 
other as C. 
O. Sloane, Cincinnati. 


Sloane registered again on Monday, 
but that time he put down his resi- 
dence as Columbus. 


When the men went to Case's barn 


again on Monday for rigs they offered 
Mr. Buxton a $50 bill in payment of 
the hotel bill, but the bill could not be 
changed, so it was decided to let it 
rest until they returned. They have 
not returned yet. 


The day after the robbery Mr. Case 


received a polite 
note 
postmarked 


Pickerington, Ohio, telling him that 
his horses would be found there and 
that, the writer would 
be back in 


Granville Friday when he would pay 
Mr. Buxton and Mr. Case. 


Being suspicious, Mr. Case tele- 


phoned to Belleville and learned that 
no such man as "C. W. Watson" is 
known there. He sent to Pickerington 
after his horses and found that they 
were being well taken care of in a liv- 
ery stable. 
The proprietor said he 


had been told by the men to take spe- 
cial care of the horses and that he 
would be paid for it—and he was, but 
Mr. Case did the paying. 


The strangers promised to be back 


in Granville yesterday to pay for the 
horse hire and the board bill, but as 
they have not yet put in an appear- 
ance, Granville people are satisfied 
that the men had a hand in the dyna- 
miting of the Alexandria bant.

Star Route Carriers Shall Not 


Deliver en Rural Routes. 


CARRIERS CAN NOT ACT AS AGENTS. 


Privileges Kes-trlcted to Parcel Service 


For Patrons Along Their lioutes 
but Can Not Do Business For Ex- 
press Companies, Wholesale Houses 
or Corporations. 
Washington. July 20.—Postmaster 


General Smith has issued two orders 
of importance to the rural mail serv- 
ice throughout the country. One is 
designed to avoid the duplication of 
service in some sections by both star 
and rural free delivery service and 
the other limits the private enter- 
prises in which carriers may engage 
while performing their official duties. 


Tue iii&L oiuci is as follows. 
Bov 


delivery by star route carriers will 
act hereafter be permitted over such 
portions of star routes as may have 
in operation the rural free delivery 
service; provided, however, that an 
additional and suplemental box deliv- 
ery may bo performed by star route 
carriers when shown to be necessary 
and practicable and not involving the 
department in any additional expendi- 
ture. 
In those states in which the 


star route box delivery is now in oper- 
ation the rural free delivery service 
will not hereafter be established over 
any road which must continue to be 
traversed as a part of a star route, 
except 
in special and unavoidable 


cases, in which cases the star route 
box delivery will be abandoned." 


The other order reads: "Hereafter 


rural letter carriers shall not act as 
agents, salesmen or solicitors for ex- 
press companies, letter-box manufac- 
turers, wholesale houses, corporations 
or firms, nor engage in any business 
or avocation which would interfere 
with the proper performance of their 
official duties. But they may act as 
news agents, sell newspapers or peri- 
odicals on their own account tr ac- 
cept and collect subscriptions for the 
same. This order is not intended to 
prohibit carriers 
from 
performing 


various private commissions for the 
accommodation of the patrons on 
their routes, so long as it doey not in- 
terfere with the regular and prompt 
performance of their duties."
